Some posters are unable or incapable of turning off html e-mail 
formatting, Jay. Users on AOL and Compuserve have an especially hard 
time using the bundled e-mail package provided with their service, and 
would have to download and configure a different e-mail application to 
get rid of the problem. The bundled, non-standard software they use 
delivers their mail to theporch having an attachment or formatting that 
doesn't fit the "acceptable" profile configured into theporch software. 
The result is a reflector that sends out a note that is sort of half 
and half - it contains the original note which can be viewed in the 
"view source" browser mode in several applications like my Netscape, but 


only shows what you describe below in the normal e-mail mode. If you 
have an application that the note was originally sent with, then you can 
usually view it just fine and are wondering what all the fuss is 
about...compuserve sender and compuserve receiver, for example. It's 
very frustrating, I know - I only open messages from a very few folks 
like that anymore because it is so cumbersome. 


It's all a function of configuration, since similar server applications 
in other lists that we both frequent simply strip unallowed attachments 
and html code but permits the plain text to go through in a format 
easily readable by all. Theporch seems to goes one step further for 
some reason. The cure is either for everyone to make sure they post in 
ascii text, or Phil/Jack to relax the configuration of the server. I 
don't know of any other solution.

This is a quirk of the filter that Jack uses on the mailing list to 
eliminate HTML posts and attachments. However, it is a little 
over-aggressive and under-sophisticated. It will leave the supressed 


ALTERNATE encoding of a message with a preferred encoding, and your 
mailer will display that instead of the alternate (Non-supressed) encoding. 


Often you can read the raw message with something like View->Source. 


I need to study the filter, and have it ELIMINATE censored ALTERNATE 
encodings, and only CENSOR ATTACHMENT blocks. 


Meanwhile, the senders, who send these messages with Microsoft Outlook, 
should try and get the mailer to send to this list in PLAIN TEXT. It's 
there, under the hood.

This is a quirk of the filter that Jack uses on the mailing list to 
eliminate HTML posts and attachments. However, it is a little 
over-aggressive and under-sophisticated. It will leave the supressed 
ALTERNATE encoding of a message with a preferred encoding, and your 

mailer will display that instead of the alternate (Non-supressed) encoding.
